Establishment of Civil Government 


Should ISot Be Followed by With- 
drawal of the 31ilitary—Recommen- 
dations In His Annual Report on 
Conditions In the Philippines. 
Washington, Dec. 7.—The first an- 


nual report of Major General Chaffee, 
military governor of the Philippines', 
has been made public by the war de- 
partment. General Chaffee sums up 
the situation in the Philippines from 
a mil'tarrrofnt of view by sraung that 
the provinces of Batangas and Lagu- 
na, in Luzon, and the islands of Samar, 
Mindoro, Cebu and Bohol, constitute 
the area now disturbed by any embod- 
ied form of insurgents. He says that 
to the physical character of the coun- 
try, to the nature of the •warfare of 
the natives, who are amigo and foe in 
the self-same hour, to the humanity of 
the troops, which is taken advantage 
of by the rebels and the inhabitants 
who sympathize with them, and to the 
fear of assassination on the paH of 
the friendly disposed if they give in- 
formation to the American forces, is 
due the prolongation of the •« arfare. 


Commenting upon the plan of grad- 


ually replacing military with civil ad 
ministration, 
General Chaffee says 


"The withdrawal of interference with 
civil affairs 
does not contemplate 


withdrawal of tne troops fr,om then 
stations to any considerable extent 
on the contrary, this should not be 
done hastily, and when undertaken 
should be gradual and more in the na- 
ture of concentration than reduct'on 
of torce or abandonment of any con- 
siderable area of territory.' He thei e- 
fore recommends that there he no tur- 
ther material reduction of troops be- 
fore Jan. 1. 1903. 


The civil governments being organ- 


ized—provincial and municipal—Gen- 
eral Chaffee says, are both new and 
untried, and there is but one certain 
and reliable method of ascertaining 
the progress of the Filipinos in self- 
government, namely, observation by 
the army 
On the subject of the mill 


itary government of the city of Ma- 
nilla, General Chaffee says "In the 
government 
of Manilla 
for three 


years if the military have done noth- 
ing more, it is everywhere apparent 
that an excellent foundation has been 
laid and a turbulent and hostile com- 
munity brought to obs«rve the la\\s 
and individually be orderly, this has 
been done without undue harshness or 
severity of treatment \>f the inhabit- 
ants." 


German Tariff Debate. 


Berlin, Dec 7.—The "United States 


was again frequently referred to dur- 
ing the tariff debate in the reichstag 
Herr Speck, Centrist, said. "We are 
asked, what shall Germany do without 


j American cotton' I ask, what w:ll 
1 the United States' do with its cotton' 
Without an American market we have 
no more interest in American friend- 
ship than America has in oars 
I am 


far removed from declaring a taiitf 
•war with the United States, but we 
must preserve our self-respect. \N e do 
not need foreign countnes. Who vull 
stand the damage if no commercial 
treaties are made with the United 
States? Clearly the United States."
